BY PRESIDENT 


Boston Citizens Listen to In- 
dorsement Without Word of 
Applause, 


REFORMS IN BANKING 


NEEDED, SAYS SPEAKER 


One of the Features of the Ad- 
dress Was His Repudiation 
of Any Attempt to Start Sec- 
tional Strife in the Country. 
13,000-Mile Trip Has Now 


Begun.

Boston, September 14.—President 
Taft’s first public utterance since con- 
gress adjourned, was made in this 
city tonight before 2,000 men repre- 
senting the combined business interests 
®f Boston. The occasion was a ban- 
quet given in Mechanics’ hall, the 
largest auditorium in Boston, by the 
Boston Chamber of Commerée, recently 
formed by a merger of the Boston Mer- 
chants’ Association and the Associated 
Board of Trade with the chamber, and 
it marked the beginning of the presi- 
dent’s 13,000-mile trip through the 


country. 
Indorsem the Central Bank. 

The’ features of the president’s ad- 
dress were his indorsement of the prop- 
osition to establish a central bank in 
connection with currency reform, his 
words of high praise of Senator Nelson 
W. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, head of 
the national monetary comission, and 
his repudiation of any attempt to start 
sectional strife in the country such as 
that which attributed to Governor 
Johnson in ‘valling upon the west to 
organize against the east.” 

Among the guests tonight were cab- 
inet officers, diplomats, congressmen, 
clergymen and distingyished business 
leaders. : 

The president was most heartily 
greeted, and at a reception preceding 
the banquet, many shook hands with 
the executive. par Mesias Loe 

‘The banquet hour was 7:30 p. m., 
with a reception to President Taft, but 
as early as 5 o’clock impatient persons 
were at the doors waiting chances to 
enter the galleries reserved for spec- 
tators. 

Mr. Taft began his speech by con- 
gratulating Boston on a union in one 
organization of all her business men. 

“IT am on the eve of begining a jour- 
ner of 13,000 miles in length, which 
will enable me to see tens and hun- 
dreds of thousands of my fellow citi- 
zens, and enable fhem, ¥ hope, to see 
me. Occasionally I hear a query, ‘Why 
should I start off on such a trip?’ and 
‘What particular good does ft do to 
anybody ? 

Will Net Be Pleasure Trip. 

“Well, it certainly is not going to be 
a pleasure trip, although T, shall enjoy 
it. It will involve much hard work 
and a great deal of mental effort to 
think of things to. say and to say them 
simply and clearly, s® that they can be 
understood. On the other hand, it will 
certainly give me a very much more ac- 
curate impression as to the views of 
the people in the sections which I visit. 

‘It will bring closely to me the needs 
of particular sections, so far as na- 
tional] legislation and executive action 
are concerned; and I believe it will 
make me a@ wiser and a better public 
officer. I ought to be able to explain 


of goverament, and some of the prob- 
lems for solution fro mthe standpoint 
of executive and legislator as distin- 
guished from that of the honest but 
irresponsible critic. 

Reform in Banking. Needed, 

President Taft confined himself 
closely to his notes, but was followed 
attentively by his hearers throughout. 
Among the points which awakened the 
most enthusiasm, was his statement 
that there was need of reform in bank- 
ing.

“I may well lUft up my voice to 
protest against any effort by whomso- 
ever made to array section against 
section and Americans against Ameri- 
cans.” 

Practically the entire. assembly 
cheered the spéaker and many leap- 
ed to their feet in their indorsement 
of the president's remarks, the ap- 
plause being echoed by the galleries.

utive committee of the Union Pacific 
are directors in the bank—Jacob H. 
Schiff, William Rockefeller, Frank A. 
Vanderlip and Henry C. Frick. 

Lovett Made Chairman. 

Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Schiff were 
elected yesterday when the size of the 
committee was increased and Judge R. 
Lovett was made chairman, filling the 
vacancy made by Mr. Harriman’s death. 

The changes made in the Southern 
Pacific directorate at the meeting to- 
day as a result of Mr. Harriman’s death 
were precisely the same as those made 
in the Union Pacific directorate yes- 
terday and were in line with the gen- 
eral expectation. Judge Lovett succeed- 
ed Mr. Harriman as chairman of the 
executive committee, while Jacob H. 
Schiff and William Rockefeller were 
elected directors and made members 
of the enlarged executive committee.

That’s only one “lesson” of these bul- 
lies. There are literally thousands of 
cases Wherein your fellow American 
has been assaulted, maimed or killed 
by these men.

Suppose you make 
a practice of picking out eackb day 
from the papers, accounts of brutality 
to American workingmen who prefer 
to work free from tne f!mpudence and 
tyranny of self-constjtuted leaders (7) 
than to be always subject to their beck 
and call, pay them fees and be told by 
them when and where to work, and for 
whom. You will discover the same 
general conditions underlying all these 
daily attacks. 

In every case the workingman pre- 
fers to be free. He has that right. He 
then tries to go to work. He and his 
family sorely need the money for food 
or he wouldn’t run the risk of his life. 
Many such a man has wiped the tears 
away and quieted the fears of a loving 
wife, left with a kiss on her Hips, set 
his manly jaw and walked into a 
shower of stones and buHets to win 
food for the loved mother and babies. 

A good many have been brought 
home on stretchers with blood oozing 
from nose and ears, some cold, while 
some gradually recover, and carry for 
life the grim marks of the “union 
label.”’ 

They are your fellows, my friends, 
and yet you supinely read the accounts 
and say “too bad.” 

Have you grown so calloused that 
you care nothing for the sufferings of 
these men who need food and these 
helpless ones who rely on the life and 
strength of husband and father? 

Let us hope that soon you may be 
moved by a just God to rise in your 
might and by voice and pen, by vote 
and right arm you will do a man’s 
part in protecting yourselves and your 
brothers from this onslaught on Amer- 
ican citizens. This cruel warfare is 
carried on not always to raise wages, 
but to establish union -control, kick 
out the independent men and establish 
the ‘“‘label.” 

Unfortunately the “Labor move- 
ment” which started many years ago 
honestly enough, has fallen under con- 
trol of a lot of tyrannical, vicious 
“men of violent tendencies.” 

There are too many to attempt to 
name. You can recall them. They in- 
clude men who have planned the mur- 
ders of miners, teamsters, pressmen 
and carpenters, shoemakers and inde- 
pendent workmen of all kinds. Many 
of them have escaped hanging by an 
outraged public only because juries 
became terror stricken and dared not 
convict them. 

Some have been punished slightly 
and some, including the principal offi- 
cers of this nefarious crew are now 
under sentence to imprisonment, but 
have appealed their cases. 

Right here some apologist rises to 
protest against “speaking thus of la- 
boring men.” Bless your dear heart, it 
isn’t the honest and real workman 
who does these things, it is the excit- 
able ones and tbe toughs and thugs 
who don’t work except with = their 
mouths, but heve secured control of 
too many unions. I don’t even attempt 
to specify the criminal acts these per- 
sons have assisted or winked at in 
their plan of destroying free work- 
ingmen and forcing men to stayin “the 
union” and hence under their control. 
The newspapers for the past 7 years 
contain almost daily accounts of the 
criminal, lewless and tvrannical acts 
against American citizens and haven't 
told half the tale. Right here it be- 
comes necessary to say for the ten 
thousandth time that there aré scores 
of honest law-abiding unien men who 
deplore and are in no way responsible 
for the long infamous record of the 
‘Labor Trust” under its present man- 
agement, but they don’t seem to stop it. 

The men who manage, who pull the 
strings and guide the polley have 
made the record and it stands, as 
made by them, 

Examine, if you please, the record 
of a string of members of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and you will 
view a list of crimes against Amerl- 
cans, stupendous beyond belief. They 
defy the laws. sneer at the courts, in- 
cite mobs and are avowed enemies of 
the peaceable citizens of all classes. 

This band wields an iron bar over 
their subjects and drives them to idle- 
ness whenever they want to call a 
strike or exact extra pocket money 
for themselves.

If allowed full sway, no independent 
man could keep working in a free fac- 
tory, for the goods wouldn't sell no 
matter how perfectly they ~be made. 
Then, when the factory has been forced 
to close and the employees get hungry 
enough from lack of wages the work- 
ers must supplicate the union leaders 
to be “allowed” to pay their fines (for 
not becomine members before) and pay 
their monthly fees to the purse-fat 
managers of the Labor Trust. There- 
upon (under orders) before the fac- 
tory be allowed to start they must 
force the owners of the business to 
put on the “unifon label” or strike, 
picket the works, and turn themselves 
into sluggers and criminals towards 
the independent workers who might 
still refuse to bend the knee and bow 
the head. 

In the meantime babies and mothers 
go hungry and shoeless, but who cares. 
The scheming leaders are trained to

The reappointment of General Scott 
was made fol'towing the declination 
of Judge S. W. Harris, of Carrollton» 
to accept the position of adjutant gen- 
eral. 

From every part of the state, Gov- 
ernor Brown said, he had received 
communications from confederate vet- 
erans and all classes. urging him to 
appoint Judge Harris adjutant gen- 
eral. It was apparent, he said, that 
sentiment outside of the military or- 
ganization of the state desired the 
appoirtment of Judge Harris. 

In deference to this sentiment 
among veterans and others, Governor 
Brown felt that he should appoint 
Judge Harris to the position, which 
he did in a letter addressed to him on 


August 14. 

But Judge Harris later declined tie 
appointment and Governor Brown felt, 
after mature consideration of the mat- 
ter. and in view of the fact that the 
great mass of the military desired the 
reappointment of General Scott, that 
he should be given the position. 

Excepting Judge Harris. Governor 
Brown stated that no one presented 
indorsements to compare with those 


of General Scott. 
Scott's Second Term, 

This will be General Scott’s second 
term in the office of adjutant general. 

General Scott went into the office 
of the adjutant general when that 
position was held by Judge Harris, 
under Governor Terrell, as assistant, 
a position in which his military 
knowledge and executive ability stood 
the test, and when Judge Harris re- 
signed, General Scott was appointed 
by Governor Smith as his successor. 

General Obear, who succeeds himself 
as quartermaster general, likewise en- 
ters upon his second term He held 
formerly the position of inspector 
general of state troops, but in the re- 
organization of the National Guard, 
which brought with it the position of 
quartermaster general, he was given 
the appointment. He is a military 
officiel of tried and MYhown ability and 
kas given good service in this capacity. 

Governor Brown's Letter. 

Governor Brown's letter to Judge 
Harris was as follows: 

“Hon. S. W. Harris, Carrollton, Ga.— 
My Dear Judge: Now that the general 
assembly has adjourned, I have a little 
interval for looking into other general 
affairs, and I have placed my mind first 
upon the matter of the military orgain- 
ization of the state. 

“For a number of months I have been 
receiving an extraordinary number of 
requests from our fellow citizens in 
every quarter of the state to appoint 
you to the position of adjutant general. 
Especially prominent among those 
making the request above mentioned 
are the confederate véterans and their 
immediate descendants, who from every 
congressional district have strongly 
urged your name in connection with 
the office of adjutant general. 

“Deferring, therefore, to the prepon- 
derating drift of public sentiment, I 
beg to tender to you the office of ad- 
jutant general of Georgia. ‘ 

“It is needless, I trust, to say that I 
feel sure your experience in the above 
office, combined with your previous 
training as a soldier in that school 
which made some of the world’s best 
soldiers, eminently fit you for the of- 
fice which has charge of the National 
Guard of Georgia. 

“In conclusion, please believe me, as 
ever, your friend. With high regard 
and cordial esteem, very truly yours,

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MADE BY PEARY 


Once More He Asserts 
His Sole Right. 


“1 Am the Only White Man 
Who Has Ever Reached the 
North Pole, and I Am Pre- 
pared to Prove It,”’ He Tells 
Interviewer. 


— 


Battle Harbor. Labrador, September 
14.—(Via Wireless Telegraphy, Cape 
Ray, N. F.)\—“I am the only white 
man who has ever reached the North 
Pole and I am prepared to prove it.” 

This statement was made by Com-. 
mander Robert E. Peary in reply to 
a question on the Peary-Cook contro- 
versy. 

The Associated Press tug, Douglas 
Thomas, after a stormy passage up 
the west coast of Newfoundland, and 
through the Strait of Belle Isle from 
Svdney, arrived at this lonely whaling 
and miesion settlement at noon yester- 
day. A squall of rain was sweeping 
over the harbor as the Thomas 
steamed in, but with glasses it was 
possible to make out the mast ané 
hull of the Arctic steamer Roosevelt 
moored in the inner bay. The Thomas 
broke out the “North Pole” flag, the 
the same emblem that was fiying from 
the mizzenmast of the .Roosevelt, and 
signaled “The Associated Press con- 
gratulates you.” 

Roosevelt Signals Thanks. 

The Roosevelt then signaled the 
thanks of Commander Peary for this 
message, whereupon the Thomas gave 
three loud blasts on her whistle. In 
response there came from the Roose- 
velt a chorus of barking and yelping 
from the Eskimo dogs on board, that 
echoed back from the surrounding 
hille, 

The Thomas drew near the Roose- 
velt. The steamer looked little the 
worse for her second trip to the Polar 
régions. Along the rail were gathered 
members of her famous crew, among 
them the redoubtable Captain Robert 
Bartlett. 

Captain Bartlett invited the Thomas 
to lay alongside and the correspondent 
elambered over the weather-beaten 
tulwarks and proceeded direct to the 
cabin to meet the man who has stood 


‘upon the apex of the world. 


The commander's greeting was cor- 
dial “This is a new record in news- 
paper enterprise,” said he, “and I 
appreciate the compliment.” 

The correspondent at once began 
questioning the explorer regarding 
the merits of Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s 
claim to have reached the Pole. The 
commander declared positively that he 
would not further discuss this subject 
until the main point, whether Dr. 
Cook had actually reached the North 
Pole or not, had been decided by oth- 
ers. 

Peary Dictates Statement. 

‘T am the only white man who has 
ever reached the North Pole and I am 
prepared to prove it at the proper 
time. I have already stated publicly 
that Cook has not been to the Pole. 
This I reaffirm, and I will stand by it. 
but I decline to discuss the details of 
the matter. These come out later. 
T have said that Dr. Cook’s statement 
that he had reached the Pole should 
not be taken seriously, and that I 
have him nailed, by concrete proofs, 
to support my statement. In six 
months you will probably get the 
whole story. 

“It would not be policy for me to 
enter upon a full debate with the sub- 
ject as it now stands To do so I 
would be giving out much information, 
of which other uses could be made. 
I intend to wait until Dr. Cook has 
issued his full authorized statement. 
Up to the present time there have been 
only newspaper accounts of Dr. Cook's 
alleged Polar trip, and these may or 
may not be accurate. When Dr. Cook 
has time to issue a complete author- 
ized version of his journey will be the 
to make known 
the information which I have. 

People Will Pass Judgment. 

“After that the jury—in other 
words, the people, and the scientific 
bodies of the world—will pass jude- 
ment on the matter and there will 
then be nothing left of Dr. Cook’s case” 
but his own assertions that he has 
reached the North Pole. In the mean- 
while, it is my determination not to 
deal with debates for the reasons al- 
ready stated.” 

Speaks of Marvin's Death. | 

‘Commander Peary spoke feelingly 
of the death of Professor Marvin, of 
Cornell university, who, at the head of 
one of the supporting parties, broke 
through a lead of thin ice on the re- 
turn trip.. The body was not recovered 
and his personal effects were buried 
in the ice. <A cross, bearing his name, 
his college and the date of his death 
Was erected at Cape Sheridan, just 
above the Roosevelt's winter position 
and’ visible for miles. This is 73 miles 
from the point north of Cape Colum- 
bia, where he was drowned. 

The health of the party in general 
was good, according to the statement 
of Dr. John Goodsell, the surgeon of 
the. expedition. Two Eskimo children 
were born and are still living. There 
was an absence of scurvy, due chiefly 
to the experience of the commander in 
selection of food and supplies neces- 
sary for the health and care of the 
party. In addition, there was an 
abundance of fresh meat, which the 
expedition was able to secure through 
Commander Peary’s knowledge of the 
countfy. Bartlett, Marvin. McMillan 
and Borup suffered from frost-bitten 
feet more severely than the others. 

Eskimes Are Disabited. 

Frost bites in the Arctics are treated 
with borated musk ox fat and are 
well protected from the cold. Two of 
the Eekimos were disabled at Cape Co- 
lumbia, one suffering from frozen feet 
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* 500000 WAS THE COST 
OF REACHING NORTH POLE 


Battle Harbor, Labrador, 
September 14.—Up to the pres- 
‘ent time his total expenditures 
in Polar expeditions have ag- 
gregated, roughly speaking, 
$500,000, said Commander Peary 
today. The first and smaller por- 
tion of this was his own and his 
wife’s fortunes, and the con- 
tributions of personal friends. 
The proceeds of his lectures and 
books also went in, said Com- 
mander Peary. Of the total out- 
lay, about $350,000 had been 
supplied by members of the 
Peary Arctic Club and other 
connections. He had always 
lived on his salary, and until 
1900 was in debt for money ad- 
vanced for his Arctic jnvestiga- 


tione.

There was some cases of snow blind- 
ness also, Commander Peary was ill 
for one day about six weeks previous 
to February 15, which was the day 
that Captain Bartlett left the Roose- 
velt with his division for Cape Co- 
rogers the advance guard of the dash 
to the Pole. 
tle concerned about Commander 
Peary’s iliness on account of the ap- 
proaching tramp, but it proved to be 
nothing serious and all the men were 
in the pink of condition when the start 
was made. 3

Peary’s Friends Defend Him. 

New York, September 114.—Develop- 

ments in the North Pole controversy 
contain arguments for both Commander 
Peary and Dr. Cook. The oft-repeated 
charge that Peary made uSe of Cook’s 
stores is denied by Herbert L. Brid- 
man, secretary of the Peary Arctic 
Club, with plausible ground for refuta- 
tion. 
On the other hand, the supporters of 
the Brooklyn physician have been 
quick to seize upon the intelligence 
that only one Eskimo stood by the 
naval officer’s side when he raised the 
American flag at the extreme top of 
the earth. 

The backers of Peary point out that, 
while Allan Whitten, the boatswain of 
the Peary auxillary steamer Erik, in 
1905 and 1908. declares that Peary’s 
people took Dr. Cook’s stores at Etah 
and Annotok, he admits that he did 
not know whether or not their removal 
was by arrangement with Rudolph 
Francke, Cook’s steward, who had been 
left in charge of the supplies. 

Herbert L. Bridgman’s’ statement 
wired from Sydney, N. S.. where he is 
waiting the arrival of Peary on the 
Roosevelt, asserts that, instead of ap- 
propriating his rival's stores. Peary 
only “saved” them after they had been 
abandoned by Francke. 

Mr. Bridgman says Francke was 
picked up by Peary’s men in the North 
Star bay, between Cape York and Etah, 
while he was trying to return to civil- 
ization from the .post where Cook had 
left him. Brancke, says Bridgman, said 
that he was physically unfit to remain 
longer in the extreme north, and, after 
Peary’s surgeon had confirmed this 
statement, Francke was given money 
by Peary to take him home. 

The attitude of Cook’s sunvorters 
here, after hearing that Peary had only 
the Eskimo to confirm his statement 
regarding the thirty-six hours spent at 
the Pole, is expressed by Frederick 8S. 
Dellenbaugh, an explorer and officer 
of the American Geographical Society. 
Mr. Dellenbaugh is quoted today as fol. 
lows: 

“It would now seem that the pre- 
ponderance of the Eskimo is in favor of 
Dr. Cook. There evidently was no 
scientist present in either case to veri- 
fy the observations. Perhaps two Eski- 
mos are better than one (Dr. Cook 
says two Eskimos were with him at 
the Pole). but I do not know that it 
makes any great difference.” 


Declines Portiand Invitation. 

Portland, Me., September 14.—‘“Un- 
able to accept any present invitations 
for Portland reception. My friends in 
New York have first claims.” In these 
words, Commander R. E. Peary de- 
clined for the present an invitation to 
attend a reception in his honor to be 
held jointly by the cities of Portland 
and South Portland. The answer to the 
incitation was received by wireless 
from Battle Harbor today. 


No Action Is Taken. 


New York, September 14.—The board 
of directors of Wells, Fargo and Com- 
pany, of which,the late Edward H. 
Harriman was chairman, held a meet- 
ing today, but toqk no action toward 
an election to fill Mr. Harriman’s place. 
Directors of the Illinois-Central Rail- 
road Company today instructed Presi- 
dent Harahan to appoint a committee 
to draft resolutions on the death of Mr.

Blue and white fox 
wander everywhere. Seal, walrus, nar- 
whal and white whale sport in the 
Summer sun, wiile the bear, king of 
the polar wilds, roams over the sea at 
all times. 

Seeking abundant game, this little 
tribe of: most primitnve man does not 
feel his hopeles isolation. 

The yacht dodged the icebergs and 
dangerous rocks in the fog about Cape 
Athol, then turned eastward to cross 
Wolstenholme sound. 


MANY NATIVES CAME OUT 
TO GREET THE EXPLORERS 


As we neared Table mountain, which 
guards North Star bay, many natives 
came out in kavaks to meat us. Some 
were recognized as old friends. There 
was Myeh, he of many wives; Oobloiah, 
who had executed Angodgibsah, styled 
the villain by Gibson, at Redcliffe 
house, and Pincoota, husband of 
the queen in whose family are to be 
found the only hybrid children of the 
tribe. 

Later, Knud Rasmussen, a Danish 
writer living as a native among the 
people, came aboard. With him we 
got better acquainted during the win- 
ter. Our engines were disabled by a 
loose universal joint, so we lowered a 
launch and two dories to tow the yacht 
to a safe anchorage. At high tide the 
vessel was grounded, a propeller which 
had been bent, was straightened, and 
the universal joint put to rights. 

In the meantime the launch was kept 
rushing to and fro, with Mr. Bradley 
and the writer as passengers. On 
shore the harpoon gun was tried, and 
around the bay waters we bagged a 
number of elder duck. 

Late at night a visit was made to the 
town of Oomanool. There were seven 
triangular sealskin tents. conveniently 
placed on picturesque rocks. Gathered 
about. these, in large numbers, were 
men, women and children, shivering in 
the midnight chill. 

They were old-looking specimens of 
humanity. In height the men averaged 
but 6 feet 2 incfies, and the women 4 
feet 10 inches. All had broad, fat 
faces, heavy trunks and well-rounded 
limbs. Their skin was slightly bronzed. 
Men and women had coal-black hair 
and brown eyes. The nose was short, 
and the hands and feet were short but 
thick. 

GENIAL WOMEN AT TENTS 
RECEIVE THEIR VISITORS 

A genial woman was found at every 
tent opening, ready to receive the vis- 
itors in due form. We entered and had 
a short chat with each family. 

There was not much news to ex- 
change. After we had gone over the 
list of marriages and deaths, the luck 
of the chase became the topic of con- 
versation. 

It was a period of monogamy. Myah 
had exchanged a plurality of wives for 
a large team of dogs, and there was 
but one other man in the tribe with 
two wives. 

Women were rather scarce. Several 
marriageable men were forced to fore- 
go the advantages of married life, be- 
cause there were not enough wives for 
8ll. By mutual agreement several men 
had exchanged wives; in other cases, 
men had chosen other partners, and the 
changes were made Seemingly to the 
advantage of all, for no regrets were 
ex pressed. 

With no law, no literature and no 
fixed custom to fasten matrimonial 
bond, these simple, but intelligent, peo- 
ple control their destinies with re- 
markable success. 

There was an average of three fat, 
elever children for each family.- the 
youngest, as a rule, resting in a pocket 
on the mother's back. 

BUSY DAYS OF BARTER 
WITH PROFIT FOR BOTH SIDES 

The tent had a raised platform, upon 
which all slept. The edge of this made 
a seat, and on each side were placed 
stone lamps, in which blubber was 
burned, with moss as a wick. Over this 
was a drying rack and there was other 
furniture. 

The dress of furs gave the Eskimos 
a look of savage fierceness which their 
kindly faces and easy temperament did 
not warrant. 

On board the yacht there had been 
busy days of barter. Furs and ivory 
had been gathered in heaps in exchange 
for guns, knives and needles. Every 
seaman. from cabin boy to captain, 
had suddenly got rich in the gamble 
of trade for prized blue fox skins and 
narwhal tusks. 

The Eskimos were equally elated 
with their end of the bargain. For 
a beautiful fox skin, of less use to a 
native than a dog pelt, he has secured 
a pocket knife that would serve him 
half a lifetime. 

A woman had exchanged her fur 
pants, worth a hundred dollars, for 
a red pocket handkerchief, with which 
she would decorate her head and igloo 
for years to come. 

Another had g ven her bearskin mits 
for needles, and conveyed the idea that 
she had the lon: end of the trade, A 
fat youth, withjonly a smile, displayed 
with glee tw@ bright eups, one for

AND EXPLORERS RESUME TRIP 


an even keel from her makeshift dry 
dock on the beach, and she pulled out 
into the bay and anchored for a few 
hours. Oomaneo! gvas but one of six 
villages in which the tribe had di- 
vided its two hundred and fifty people 
for the current season. 

To study the people, to further en- 
courage the game of barter and to 
enjoy the rare sport of yachting and 
hunting in man’s northernmost haunté, 
we prepared to visit as many villages 
as possible. 

In the morning the anchor was 
raised and the yacht set sail to a light 
wind headed for more northern vil- 
lages, It was a gray day, with a 
quietude in the speed of the yacht, not 
fast enough : to be exciting, so Mr. 
Bradley suggested lowering the launch 
for a crack at ducks, or a chase of 
walrus, or. a. drive at anything that 
happened to cut the waters. 

The harpoon gun was taken, as it 
was hoped that a whale might come 
our way, but the gun proved unsatis- 
factory and did not contribute much 
to our sport. We were able to run 
all round the yacht as she slowly sailed 
over Wolstenholme sound. 

Ducks were secured ihn abundance. 
Seals were given chase, but they were 
able to escape our craft. Nearing 
Saunders Island, a herd of walrus 
Was seen on a pan of drift ice far 
ahead of the yacht. The magnet was 
punched, the carburetor opened and out 
we rushed after the shouting beasts, 

Two with splendid tusks were_ob- 
tained and two tons of meat blubber 
were turned over to our Eskimo al- 
lies. 

The days of hunting proved quite 
strenuous and in the evening we were 
glad to see the comfort of our cozy 
cabins when roast eider duck had 
filled a large gap. 


PATHETIC STORY IS TOLD 
BY THE ESKIMO WIDOW 


Among the Eskimo passengers pac- 
ing the deck was a widow, who, in 
tears, told us the story of her life, 
a story which offered a peep into the 
comedy and tragedy of Eskimo exist- 
ence. She had arranged a den under 
a shelter of sealskins among the an- 
chor chains. We had offered her a 
large bed, with straw in it, and a place 
deck as a better nest for her brood of 
youngsters, but she refused, saying 
she preferred the open air deck. 

To my question as to how the world 
had used her she buried her face in her 
hands and began to mutter to her two 
boys, the youngest just in pants. I 
knew her early history, so could un- 
derstand her story without hearing al! 
her words between sobs. 

She had come from American shores 
and, as a foreign belle, her hand was 
sought early. At 13 Ikwa introduced 
her to a wedded life not strewn with 
blubber, He was cruel and not always 
truthful, for which his brother, the 
angikok, or doctor, was without his 
consent put out of harm’s way. 

Two girls graced their -home. One 
was now married. When the youngest 
was out of her hood Ikwa took the 
children and invited her te leave. say- 
ing that he had taken {6 Wife Ahtah, a 
plump maid and good seamstress. 

Manee had neither advantage, but 
she knew something of human nature, 
and soon found another husband, a 
good deal older, but better than the 
first. Their life was a hard one, for 
Nordingwah was not a good hunter, 
but their home was peaceable, quiet 
and happy. Two children enlivened it. 
Both were at her side on the yacht, 
a boy of 8, the only deaf-and-dumb 
Eskimo in all the land, and a thin, 
pale weakling of 3. 

A Tragedy of the Arctic. 

Both had been condemned by the 
Eskimo law of the survival of the 
fittest, the first because of insufficient 
senses and the second because it was 
under three and still on its mother’s 
back when the father passed away. 
They were not participant in the 
strife of life. But an unusual mother 
loved them. 

A few days before the previous win- 
ter, the old father, anixous to provide 
warm bear skins for the prolonged 
night, had ventured alone far up into 
the mountains. His gun went off ac- 
cidentally, and he never returned. The 
executor of the brother of Manee’s 
former husband was kind to her for 


her door. In the summer day she had 
been able to keep herself, but, who 
could provide for her for the night to 
come? Her only recourse was to 
seek the chilled heart of her former 
husband, and we were performing the 
unpleasant mission of taking her to 
him as wife No. 2. 

When we later saw Ikwashe, he did 
not thank us for the trouble we had 
taken, but we had expected no re- 
ward. 

The speed of the yacht increased ¢s 
the night advanced. A snow squall 
frosted the decks, and, to escape the 
icy air, we sought our warm berths 
early. At 4 o'clock in the morning the 
gray gloom sé¢parated, and the warm 
sun poured forth @ suitable wealth of 
August rays. In a few moments the 
winter frost was changed to summer 
glories. 


EXPLORERS START A SEARCH 
TO SECURE ESKIMO GUIDES 


At this time we passed the ice- 
battered and storm-swepP 9S ef Gane | 
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Parry. Beyond was Whale sound. On 
a sea of gold, strewn with ice islands 
of ultramarine and alabaster, whales 
spouted and wairus spouted. The 
grampus was out early for a fight. 
Large flocks of little Cuks rushed 
over on hurried missions. 

Wind was light. but the engines 
pulled us along. at a pace just fast 
enough to allow us to enjoy the 
superb surroundings. In the afternoon 
we were well into Inglefield gulf, and 
near Ittiblu. There was a strong wind, 
and enough ice about to engage the 
eye of the lookout. 

We aimed ‘here to secure HEskimo 
guides, and with them seek caribou in 


Olrick’s Bay. While the yacht was 
tacking for a favorable berth In the 


drift off Kanga, the launch was low- 
‘ered, and we sought to interview the 
Eskimos of Ittiblu. The ride was a 
wet one, and Mr. Bradley had the 


}first important use for his raincoat, 


as a short, choppy sea poured icy 
spray over us and tumbled us about 
with vigorous thumps. 
NO MEN AT THIS PLACE; 

OFF ON HUNTING TRIP 

There were only one woman, a few 
children and about a score of dogs 
at the place. The woman talked quick- 
ly, and explained at some length that 
her husband and others were away 
on a caribou hunt, and she told us 
without a leading question the news 
of the tribe for a year. 

After gasping for breath like a 
smothered seal, she began with news 
of previous years, 
the forgotten ages. We Started back 
for the launch, and she invited her- 
self to the pleasure of our company 
to the beach, P 

We had only gone a few steps ahead 
when it occurred to her that she was 
in need of something. Would we not 
five her a few boxes of matches in ex- 
change for a narwhal tusk? We would 
be delighted, said Mr. Bradley, and a 
handful of sweets that went with the 
bargain. Her boy brought down two 
ivory tusks, each eight feet in length. 
The two were worth one hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

Had we a knife to spare? Yes, and 
a tin spoon was also given, just to 
show that we were liberal. 

The yacht was headed northward, 
across Inglefield gulf This made fair 
wind and we cut tumbling seas of 
ebony with a racing dash. Though 
the wind was strong, the air was re- 
markably clear. 

The great chiseled cliffs of Cape Ack- 
land rose in terraced grandeur under 
the midnight sun. The distance was 
twelve mies, but we had hardly fin- 
ished last evening the series of sub- 
merged rocks and shallow water. 

DEEP SEA CRAFT GIVE 
KARNAH A WIDE BERTH 

It is necessary for deep sea craft to 
give Karnah a wide berth. There were 
bergs enough about to hold the water 
down, though ‘occasionally one * rose 
with a sickening thump. 

The launch towed the dory of which 
Manee and her children were the only 
occupants. We preferred to give her 
the luxury and privacy of a separate 
reasons, the 
most important being the necessity of 
affording room for Mer dogs and her 
household furniture, consistipg of three 
bundles of skins and sticks. 

Karnah was to be her future home, 
and as we neared the shore we tried 
to locate Ikwa, but there was not a 
manintown. Five women, fifteen chil- 
dren and forty-five dogs came out to 
meet us. The men were on a hunting 
campaign, and their location was not 
exactly known. 

Attahtungwah, Manee’s rival, a fat, 
undesirable creature, stood on a use- 
ful stone where we chose to land, and 
did not accommodate us with footing 
on the same platform. She had not 
seen Manee for seven years, bug she 
scented the game and gave us the cold 
shoulder for the part we had inno- 
cently played in it. Ikwa was not 
there, so no open breach of etiquette 
could be possible. 

A THRIFTY ESKIMO CAMP; 
BARTER AGAIN THE RULE 

There were five sealskin tents pitch- 
ed among the bowlders of a giacial 
stream. An immense quantity of nar- 
whal meat was placed on the rocks 
and stones to dry. Skins were stretch- 
ed on the grass and a general air of 
thrift was shown about the place. 

Bundles of sealskins, packings of 
pelts and much ivory were brought out 
4p trade and establish friendly inter- 
course. We gave them sugar, tobacco 
and ammunition in quantities to suit 
their own estimate of value. 

The fat woman entered her tent and 
we saw no more of her during our stay. 
for she did not. venture to trade, as 
did the others. Manee was kindly 
treated by the other village folk, and 
& pot steaming with oily meat was soon, 
served in her honor. We were cordial- 
ly invited to partake of the feast, but 
had a convenient excuse, just having 
finished a meal. 

Would we not place ourselves at 
ease and stay for a day or two, as 
their hugbands would soon return? We 
were forced to decline their hospitality, 
for without the harbor there was too 
much wind to keep the yacht waiting. 

Eskimos have no system of saluta- 
tion except a greeting smile or a part- 


ing look of regret. We got both at 
the same time as we stepped into the 
launch and shouted goodby. 

Aboard the captain was told to pro- 
ceed to Cape Bobertson. The wind 
eased, a fog came over from the in- 
land ice and blotted out the landscave 
down to about a thousand feet, but 
under this air was clear.

What Great New York Paper 
Has to Say of the Story by 
the Discoverer of the North 
Pole That The Constitution 
Begins Today. 


In connection with the first install- 
ment of Dr. Frederick A. Cook's story 
of the conquest of the Pole which it 
prints today simultaneously with The 
Constitution, The New York Herald 
prints the following cable from its 


Cook and Commander, Peary:

All 
rights reserved): ‘When Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook cabled to The Herald from 
Lerwick, in the Shetland Islands, on 
Wednesday, September 1, the pulse- 
stirring announcement that, after a 
prolonged fight against famine and 
frost, he had succeeded in reaching the 
North Pole, the public read with 
avidity every detail of fils wonderful 
narrative of suffering endured, that 
mankind: might learn from it and 
literature be enriched by the annals of 
his successful fight to the top of the 
world. 

“Herald readers were proud that 
the explorer had fourld a new 
land. They marveled when told of 
sunburns and frostbites in the same 
day, shivered as they read how dog 
ate dog, that the fittest might survive, 
and accompanied him in fancy to the 
region beyond where life is, where he 
felt the maddening influence of the 
desert of ice until, after incredible ef- 
forts, he reached the goal and placed 
the American flag in a tin tube on the 
shifting ice of the ninetieth parallel. 

“Neither Life Nor Land.” 

To use his own words: 

“‘Amid an endless field of purple 
snows, where there was neither life 
nor land, where we (he and his two 
Eskimos) were the only living crea- 
tures.’ 

“It is worthy of note that Com- 
mander Peary’s impression of the Pole 
were, like those of Dr. Cook, disap- 
pointinng. There was nothing striking 
to be seen, nothing to stimulate en- 
thusiasm; but they had pierced the 
boreal center. When his story was 
made public through The Herald, the 
world, thrilled by the narration, hailed 
him as a discoverer. 

“But a few newspapers and partisans 
of another Arctic enterprise denied its 
truth, although they accept without 
question the equally marveloug story 
furnished later by Commander Robert 
E. Peary. These critics said no man 
could make 15 miles a day beyond the 
eightieth parallel. But Commander 
Peary has done more than that. 

“They scoffed at dancing horizons 
and mirages that turned things topsy- 
turvy. But Commander Peary makes 
corroborating allusions to the same 
curious atmospheric effects created in 
higher latitudes by the diffused light, 
which seemed to come from all direc- 
tions at once. 

“Indeed, although The Herald is not 
partisan, its mission being to get the 
news and print it first, it cannot over- 
look the fact that Commander Peary, 
notwithstanding his protests and 
charges against Dr. Cook, confirms in 
many vital details the truth of the 
Brooklyn explorer’s narrative. 

Plans Carefully Made. 

“Other critics have declared that Dr. 

Cook was unprepared, whereas facts 


furnished by his backer and friend, 
John R. Bradley, in July, 1908, show 
that the expedition was carefully 
planned and thoroughly equipped with 
dogs, sleds, pemmican and other neces- 
sities of poler exploration.

After his address here, Mr, Bryan 
went to Fort Worth, where he. will 
speak this afternoon, returning to 
Dallas tonight, to be the guest of 
honor at a “dollar dinner.”

“If all of the democrats in the senate 
and house had voted against every 
proposed increase in the tariff, and 
for every proposed decrease, we

work of eradicating the cattle ticks 
that cause Texas fever was inaugurat- 
ed today at a mass meeting of farmers 
and citizens held in the Greene county 
courthouse. The meeting organized 
with EE. A. Copelan as chairman and 
F. B. Williams secretary. ; 

An address was given by Colonel 
R. F. Wright, assistant commissioner 
of agriculture, explaining the recent 
law passed by the general assembly 
on the subject of tick eradication and 
offering the help of the state depart- 
ment if proper cooperation could be 
cecured. Professor C, L. Willoughby, 
of the state experiment station; Dr. 
Peter F. Bahnsen, veterinarian for the 
state department, and Dr. E, C. Stever, 
representing the federal bureau of ani- 
mal industry, also spoke. 

Talks were made by a number of 
prominent citizens of the county urg- 
ing immediate action of all interests 
concerned, and a generai committee 
was selected, with Hon. W. P. Me- 
Whorter as chairman, to provide funds 
for Greene county to aid the work. 
The committee reported that the coun- 
ty commissioner, Hon. M. R. Sanders, 
had agreed to provide and pay the 
wages of one inspector on the part of 
the county. Colonel Wright, of the 
state department, agreed to provide 
and pay for another local inspector 
from state funds, and the federal gov- 
ernment agreed to have Dr. Stever 
make headquarters in that section and 
supervise the entire work of eradica- 
tion. It was agreed that some work 
of inspectors begin September 15, the 
remainder by October 1, in the hope 
that the last crop of ticks for the sum.- 
mer can be killed before frost, thus 
ieaving many farms clean by spring. 

Considerable enthuslasm was ex- 
pressed during the meeting. Putnam 
county having already started the 
work in a similar way, the efforts of 
the two counties will form a good 
basis for effective work.

WILL HIS FRIENDS LET HIM DO IT? 


A legislature minus the rugged, scintillant and effulgent statesman from 
Bibb, the Hon. Joe Hill Hall, has come to be about as inconceivable as a 
‘possum supper without the fat marsupial; it appeals to imagination and de- 
sire about as champagne from which the sparkles have vanished. 

But with such a prospect are we confronted—‘‘Uncle Joe,’’ as we have 
familiarly and in respectful admiration come to know him, has announced 
his yet unshaken determination to return no more to legislative halls. 
Thus, after twelve years of legislative acquaintance, that has grown to 
friendship and then affection, are we to lose one of the most picturesque and 
powerful figures that has made its impress upon Georgia legislation in the 
last quarter century. 

We say picturesque in the most reverent signification of that only force- 
ful word that fits the case—as the strong-lunged and equally strong-minded 
Mirabeau was the picturesque figure of the great French cr‘sis, standing 
midway between the courts of kings and public rights and pointing the way 
to safety and security. | 

So the statesman from Bibb has stood upon the fundamental law, the 
great bulwark of governmental safety; pointing like a warning signboard 
the straight and narrow path of constitutional] observance and preservation. 
Coming :o the legislature with views and convictions somewhat in ad- 
vance of the times—principles whose enactment he conceived essential to 
the protection of the public rights—he has hammered and thundered and, if 
need be, bludgeoned, until he has remained to see many of them written 
indelibly upon the statute books, while others claim the credit. The theft 
of his thunder has not dimmed the brilliance of his lightning flash. 

We may not, perhaps, have agreed with all that he has said and urged; 
but differences are immaterial where harmony has a vastly broader, wider 
scope. 

With unquertioned, unimpeachable integrity and honesty, he has stood, 
even though at times almost alone, but more often with numerous and vig- 
orous support, for pis conception of the public right and the rigid preserva- 
tion of the fundamental and the statute law. 

Defeated at times, he has never yet been conquered; he has been known 
to return to the support of principle, as he saw it, in the face of almost 
unanimous opposing vote, and with Samson-like shake of head and ominous 
raising of index finger that spoke more eloquently than uttered words. 

It is not without hope that we write of his announced determination to 
come no more to legislative halls; for in the response of bis ardent friends, 
‘We'll make you a member for life,’’ there is a ray that will not dim. 
The minor differences which appear te have provoked this retiring atti- 
tude we predict and believe will vanish.

A CASE OF DOING HIS DUTY.

The governor, thinking that there had been too much exercise of the 
pardoning power, and that the tendency to pardoD a man simply because 
he was “rich, cultivated and refined’’ was a dangerous and demoralizing 
departure from the spirit of our institutions, treated this case purely upon 
its merits, and the fact that press and public, and the bench throughout 
the state, commends his action in letting justice take its course, indicates 
‘very clearly that Mr. Sisk is not in as close touch with the sentiment of 
the state on this incident as even others of those who have been the 
governor’s political adversaries, and yet who do not hesitate to applaud his 


action. 

Other governors did in similar cases to this exactly what Governor 
Brown did not do, and yet it possibly did not occur to the writer of the 
above communication that their course ‘‘unfitted’’ them to ‘‘occupy the 
executive chair,’’ as he thinks would have been the case with Governor 
Brown had he followed precedent. 

As to the absurd talk about the governor not having had the right to 
act favorably on the recommendation of the prison commission and change 
the sentence to service on the prison farm, that falis of its own weight, in 
the light of the precedent of the last administration.

It is certain to receive considerable attention at the annual meeting of 
the American Bankers’ Association, to be held in Chicago this week. 

The attitude of this association will go far toward securing the enact- 
ment or defeat of any proposed finantial remedy.

The railroad commission today will 
hear the final arguments in the com- 
Plaint brought by the city of Colum- 
bus and citizens of that city against 
the Columbus Railroad Company and 
the Gas Light Company of Columbus.

I feel that this knowledge is necessarv 
to @ proper handling of the state’s 
finances, 

“What that status is I do not now 
know and will not know | untfl Mr. 
Richardson has completed his report. 
He has made no report to me of any 
sort, but is engaged in securing the 
figures and information, including laws 
applicable to various funds and ap- 
propriations, necessary to  prepar- 
ing it. 

“Nothing would give me more pleas- 
ure than to find that the treasury is 
in good condition, and that the state 
is in a position to take care of all of 
its HMabilities as they come due.”

bling from the surface of the gulf of 
Mexico, 160 miles southeast of Galves- 
ton. 

The phenomena was observed by 
Captain Netherton August !0.

There were 
many old soldiers in the convention 
who had met Longstreet's terrific fire 
on the slopes of Gettysburg and these 
rallied to Mrs. Longstreet’s support, 
and with tremendous enthusiasm 
the unenimous vote of the convention 
was cast for Gainesville. 

George FP. Estes Talks. 

George FP. Estes, a leading mer- 
chant of Gainesville, in addressing the 
convention here last week said: 

“We consider that we have the ablest 
postmaster ff Uncle Sam's service, and 
that our office under her direction has 
been managed with as much ability 
and fearlessness as General Longstreet 
exercised in directing the campaigns 
of the Confederate States army.

Fall Session Opens To- 
day at State Institution. 


The University Starts Its 108th 
Term With Bright Prospects. 
Chinese Students Enter--Pres- 
ident Soule Honored in the 


West. 


Athens, Ga., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The University of Georgia will 
open its one hundred and eighth ses- 
sion Wednesday morning, and already 
there are scores of students on the 
ground ready for the opening. The 
first student to register this morning 
was Frank W. Brannon, of Moreland, 
Ga.. who entered the one-year agri- 
cultural course. Then others followed, 
although the registering was siow for 
the day. as it always is on the Mon- 
day of opening week. There is every 
indication that the attendance this 
vear will equal that of last year. It 
is not expected that it will excel that 
of last year on account of the fact 
that the curriculum in all the depart- 
ments of the university has been raised 
this year and the entrance require- 
ments are much stricter. 

The university this year will have 
its first Chinese student. Mr. ee 
Young, a resident of San Francisco, 
has entered the agricultural depart- 
ment and will make a special study 
of cotton. It is the intention of this 
educated and progressive young China- 
man to learn all he can of cotton and 
then go back to China to teach his 
people how to raise the staple there. 
Whether cotton culture can be made a 
success in China remains to be seen. 
Mr. Young talks interestingly of the 
subject. He says the population in his 
country is very dense, but that there 
is a sufficiency of farm lands upon 
which to conduct this work. Thus far 
the Chinese cotton has not panned out 
very well. He will take a four years’ 
course here. 

President Soule Returns. 

President Andrew M. Soule, 
State College of Agriculture, is back 
after an extensive western trip. 
While in attendance upon the session 
of the American Association of Agri- 
cultural Colleges and experiment sta- 
tions in Portland, he was made chair- 
man of the committee on extension 
work. a new committee that is expect- 
ed to do much work for the advance- 
ment of agricultural education 
throughout the country.

The report on the waterworks con- 
tains an itemized statement as to how 
every dollar of the money is to be used 
and states where all the new water 
pipes are to be laid. The report is as 
Aollows: 

“The undersigned 
subcommittee on waterworks beg to 
report that we have carefully gone 
into the question_of the needs of the 
waterworks system in Atlanta for the 
present and near future, and beg to 
recommend for your favorable 
consideration the various esti- 
mates which have been fur- 
nished us by the general Manager 
of the waterworks department, all of 
which have been approved by several 
of the best engineers in the country, 
namely, Rudolph Hering. C. H. Lum, 
Cc. T. Bissell, W. M. Johnson, O. G, 
Rogers, Clarence Goldsmith, R. C. Den- 
nett, 

“The question of making such exten- 
sions to the waterworks as will fur- 
nish water to practically every house 
within the corporate limits of ‘the city 
has appealed to us as being on a line 
of what the tax payers have a right to 
demand at the hands of the waterworks 
department. In addition to the ques- 
tion of furnishing everybody with 
water, we must also consider the ques- 
tion of the increasing demand on the 
present plant at the rate of*something 
like one hundred taps a month. From 
the reports which have been furnished 
by the general manager and which 
are approved by the board of water 
commissioners, we find that there are 
one hundred and thirty-eight miles of 
streets in the city of Atlanta 
on which there is no water. 
On these one hundred and thirty- 
eight miles of streets without

Each of these houses taking water at 
the minimum rate, the annual revenue 
derived would be $56.865.60. Allowing 
fifty feet for each vacant lot on these 
streets which have no water, there is 
room for the building of 23.380 houses, 
and when these are connected up it 
would mean a minimum annual revenue 
‘of $168,336. which added to those of the 
houses already erected. namely, $56,- 
865.60. would amount to an annual in- 
come of $225.201.60 over the present re- 
ceipts, and then at the minimum rate 
only. It is reasonable to assume that 
a iarwe number of these vacant lots 
will have houses built ypon them as 
soon aS we cay furnish them with 
water, and, while it may be some time 
before all of them will be improved, 
you will see at a glance what an im- 
mense revenue will come to the city 
from this source alone. Without any 
additional houses built the increased 
revenue from the 7,898 houses will be

Albany, Ga., September 1!4.—-(Spe.

want "possums. They do not want them 
in lots of half or whole dozen§8, shipped 
in crates by express, but they want 
them in car-load lots—billed by the 
hundred and guaranteed to grade fully 
good middling, according to William 
Henry Taft standardization. 

Now that cold weather draws near, 
and "possum dinners are on the eve of 
a return to popular favor, the demand 
for Georgia "possums is becoming in- 
sistent in American epicurean centers, 
and quotations of “prime marsupial’ 
are confidéntly expected to follow the 
course of No. | beef in Chicago, Kansas 
City and the other meat-packing cen- 
ters. 

The following letter was received in 
Albany yesterday. It is from a well- 
known St. Louis commission house 
which caters to “hotels, clubs and

Defendant 
naturally went to Baltimore and ac- 
quainted his, daughter, Mrs. Garrett, 
with the situation. She promptly pro- 
posed to go to Macon and take charge 
of the establishment for defendant. 
This was arranged, and in this way

After defendant’s son had remained 
in California for a considerable time 
he informed defendant that there was 
no probability of his ever returning 
and taking up the line of business, as 
the owners of the property with which 
defendant was identified, and defend- 
ant had long articipated he would do 
as defendant's successor in that busi- 
ness. When the son went away the 
disappointment of all parties at inter- 
est was great, because this not only 
interfered with the plans of the own- 
ers of the business in general, but was 
a crushing blow to defendant. In or- 
der that there might be some member 
of the family practically trained so as 
to qualify him for the position of 
head of the family, defendant adopted 
his eldest grandson, John Hanson 
Garrett, the son of his daughter, Mrs. 
Anne Garrett, and of her “hps- 
hand, R. Y. Garrett, of  Balti- 
more, Md., his parents consenting for 
him to take defendant's name. Plain- 
tiff also agreed to this, and signed the 
mecessary papers, so that the adop- 
tion of their grandson was made by 
both the plaintiff and this defendant. 
Efforts were made by defendant's son, 
and he was supported in everything 
that he proposed to do by this plain- 
tiff. to have this transaction annulled. 
This defendant refused to consider. 


Their action in this respect could not 


have been based upon other consider- 
ations than the one affecting the in- 
heritance of defendant's adopted son. 
Notwithstanding what transpired in 
the adoption of the grandson and de- 
fendant’s refusal to make an effort to 
annul this transaction, which was 
made in legal form, and notwithstand- 
ing defendant's views with reference 
to the Universal Brotherhood and their 
Point Loma scheme, defendant's son 
persuaded his adopted son with the 
knowledge and co-operation of plain- 
tiff that he should go to Point Loma to 
school. He also represented to the 
lad’s mother that some direful calam- 
ity would overtake him provided he 
was not sent to Point Loma to school. 
This affected the adopted son to 
such an extent that he § (finally 
stated to defendant that he 
wanted to go to Point Loma to 
school. Defendant replied kindly but 
firmly, “My son, you will never go to 
Point Loma to school.” This settled 
the matter and resulted, as defendant 
believes, in the suspension of efforts to 
control in the interest of the Point 
Loma institution the last member of 
defendant's family that they could 
possibly reach, for defendant's eldest 
daughter, Mrs. Garrett, resided away 
from defendant's home. The plaintiff 
in this case after this notified the de- 
ffhdant in writing that his adopted 
gon should not live under the same 
roof where she presided. She was very 
unkind to him; was continually and 
needlessly imposing on him, and to 
save him from this injustice and be- 
cause defendant saw that he was very 
unhappy, defendant sent him back to 
his mother at Baltimore. It was a 
great gacrifice to give him up, as he 
was really the only comfort that this 
defendant had, and the only member 
of his household who cared anything 
for him, judging by the actions of the 
others. 


In order to properly educate defend-. 


ant’s adopted son, he employed a pri- 
vate tutor for him. For’ a time the 
progress of said adopted son was quite 
satisfactory, but he became somewhat 
refractory and would insist, instead 
of devoting himself to his studies, that 
his tutor should read to him Point 
Loma literature which the plaintift 
would have placed in the recitation 
room. The plaintiff also placed in the 
recitation room attractive photographs 
of buildings, grounds, etc., at Point 
Loma, and frequently stated to «the 
tutor that she desired the adopted son 
of plaintiff and defendant sent to Point 
Lém@ to school, so that he'“‘might keep 
pace with the progress of religion as 
‘well as other affairs.” On ‘one occasion 
the instructor referred to, after having 
observed that the son of plaintiff and 
defendant had such an exceedingly 
bright mind, stated to plaintiff that it 
Was unfortunate that he should mar 
his future by holding to such a faith. 
Inasmuch as it was tearing asunder 
his father’s heart strings, instructor 
said to plaintiff that when al! ‘other 
efforts fail, sometimes a mother suc- 
ooeds, and appealed to plaintiff to dis- 
suade her son. Walter Hanson, from 
To this appeal plaintiff 
said, “I think Walter is right and is 
much better poised mentally than his 


father.” To this samé instructor plain. | 


tiff said on another occasion that she 
expected some day to join her son 
Walter at Point Loma, and spend the 
rest of her days with him there. 


Vi. 


Defendant further answering says:, 


That in pursuit of the financia) deter- 
mination of the members of his family 
who had allied themselves with Theos 
ophy to proselyte him to their belief 
his wife, the plaintiff, possessed of the 
same mistaken zeal, ingustrigusly 
strove to secure a visit of defendant 
to Point Loma, the headquarters of the 
society, by appéaling to mutual friends 
of plaintiff and defendant to persuade 
him to go to that place, stating to one 
of whom this requést was made, that 
she, the plaintiff, was as much a Theos- 
ophist as any of them, and if defend- 
ant could be gotten there they would 
be successful in their efforts to make 
him one of them. Defendant's refusal 
to entertain the idea even of becoming 
a Theosophist, because he regarded it 
as a modern form of paganism, caused 
the first change in the feelings of the 
the other Theosophist 
members of his family toward him. As 


time went on funds were needed, which 


defendant refused to supply, and he 


Giso refused to cast off his adopted son. | 


WHat was first indifference grew into 
positive antagonism and hatred; so 
much so, that every wish and purpose 
of defendant was opposed and defeated 
wherever this was possible. When 
every effort to force defendant to bear 
the burdens of Theosophy by putting 
up money for the Universal Brother- 
hood scheme had failed, the plaintiff 
with one other member of defendant's 
family, and probably others, resolved 
to attack him in such a way that pub- 
lic defense would be impossible and 
destroy him. Defendant has written 
evidence in his possession upon which 
this conclusion is based. The bill filed 
by the plaintiff against this defendant 
in her suit fer divorce shows in every 
line, every detail and as a whole that 
this action was inepired alone by ill 
will. From defendant’s knowledge of 
her age he assumes that she does not 
contemplate marrying again. It is 
stated in the bill which she has filed, 
as above, that the question of alimony 
has been settled. She therefore does 
not expect any pecuniary benefits to 
accrue from even a successful issue in 
this case. The plaintiff desires to in- 
flict upon this defendant the payment 
of counsel fees, which by herself, is 
able to pay, and which im all justice 
and good conscience should not be im- 
posed upon the defendant, when 
the only purpose of her actton, as this 
defendant alleges, is to gratify her own 
ill will toward this defendant. 


VII. 


From the defendant’s experience in 
dealing with the Theosophists of his 
family, an experience that no one can 
appreciate who has never been subject- 
ed. to it, he is thoroughly convinged 
that they were under some evil influ- 
ence or spell, hypnotic or otherwise. 
Before they became Theosophists, they 
were kind, considerate and respectful; 
afterwards, they opposed in every con- 
ceivable way the wishes of defendant 
of every character, and if the plaintiff 
had avowed that her chief purpose in 
life was to torment and harass the 
defendant and make his life miserable, 
her conduct could not have been more 
consistent with such a purpose. De- 
fendant believes, however, that this is 
due to the fact that an entire change 
came over each and all of the Theoso. 
phist members of his family when they 
went into Theosophy. He cannot be- 
lieve that their conduct afterwards 
could have changed so radically with- 
out a change of nature, and it is his 
firm belief that they passed under some 
Strange and evil influence, to which 
this change in their attitue toward him 
Was due. 

This defendant has endeavored dur- 
ing his entire life to deserve a good 
name, only to find after having long 
passed the meridian of his years that 
his good name and good character have 
been assailed alone by the members of 
his own family. The grief and suffer- 
ing inflicted upon him by reason of 
this fact has made the past ten years 
of his life a tragedy. He does not be- 
lieve, however, that this cruel and un- 
just treatment by his own family was 
due tO any natural perversity on their 
part, but that it was due to the fanat- 
icism resulting from the acceptance by 
them of a strange religion, which pos- 
sessed them during these years of suf- 
fering and misery on the part of the 
defendant. The line which has divided 
defendant's family in both affection and 
respect is a line drawn by Theosophy. 

This defendant further avers that his 
son believed that Mrs. Katherine Ting. 
ley possessed supernatural powers, and 
that everything that she directéd or 
suggested to be done should be com- 
plied with because she could not sug- 
gest or require anything that was 
wrong. As the plaintiff in this case 
was as clay in the hands of thelr son, 
the defendant assumes that she enter- 
tained the same beHef, although the 
plaintiff has never said as much to him. 
In this connection, defendant avers 
that plaintiff denied to him that she 
was a member of the Theosophist So- 
clety or the Universal Brotherhood, 
which the defendant understands to be 
largely, if not entirely, the same, but 
She admitted to others that she Was as 
much of a Theosophist as their son or 
youngest daughter. 


TX. 


Defendant avers that an attempt is 
made by the allegations of the petl- 
tioner to obscure the real cause of the 
dissension in his family and the de- 
struction of his family ties. In one 
paragraph of her petition the plaintiff 
states that for many years prior to the 
separation of the plaintiff ang defend- 
ant, her married life had been unhap- 
py, and yet in the next succeeding 
paragraph plaintiff charges an infatua- 
tion on the part of defendant for Mrs. 
Horner, which infatuation she claims 
Was the cause of her domestic trouble 
and which she avers began in 1907; 
and recklessly charges that his alleged 
infatuation began at a time when di- 
vorce procedings between Mrs. Horner 
and her husband had been Instituted, 
when as a matter of fact such proceed. 
ings were not instituted until. many 
months after.

Plaintiff in this case, realizing that 
her intimate friendship with Mrs. 
Horner, which she cultivated assidu- 
ously and cherished dearly, is entirely 
inconsistent with the charges which 
she prefers against defendant in con- 
nection with Mrs. Horner, attempts to 
explain this intimate friendship by sav- 
ing that she had associated with Mrs. 
Horner on s80me occasions and had ap- 
parently submitted to a painful and 
humiliating situation with the hope 
that her husband's infatuation with 
Mrs. Horner and his alleged attentions 
to her might sow. cease. At another 
time plaintiff proposes to protect the 
defendant and the family, as wel] as 
herself, against the effects of this al- 
leged infatuation by demanding of the 
defendant that the doors of his home 
should be closed against Mrs. Horner. 
After this plaintiff writes Mrs. Horner 
while she was abfoad one or more let- 
ters, couched in the most affectionate 
terms, begging her on her return to 
make her a visit, remaining for some 
length of time as hereinbefore stated. 
The defendant further alleges that 
his association with Mrs. Horner was 
a mere incident jn the campaign that 
was being made against him by the 
Theosophists of his family because 
they could not force him to bow his 
neck to the yoke of Theosophy. As a 
matter of. fact, for a year or more 
before Mrs. Horner separated from 
her husband, defendant had seen her 
at rare intervals while plaintiff vis- 
ited her many times. Havine falled 
to lead or drive defendant into The- 
osophy, or to persuade or force him 
Girectiy or indirectly to contribute 
financial assistance, it was deter- 
mined to attack him in the manner 
that the plaintiff attacked him, be- 
cause the plaintiff’ knew that it was 


impossible for the defendant to prop- 
erly defend himself against this char- 
acter of attack, as it dragged into 
their plan an innocent woman’s name, 
the subject matter of groundless 
charges in this respect having pre- 
viously been industriously circulated 
by plaintiff and her religious allies, 
This defendant was deprived until] the 
filing of the scandalous charges con- 
tained in plaintiff's bill of an oppor- 
tunity and a forum to properly brand 
these charges as untrue, as they de- 
served.

Germans on New Tariff. 


Berlin, September 14.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador to 
the United States, appeared at the 
foreign offices today and explained the 
general situation created by the new 
American tariff, as it relates to Ger- 
many, to a gathering of reports of all 
the government departments inter- 
ested in the subject.

Cases Almost Identical, 

“The circumstances of the Mitchell 
case and those in these two cases in 
‘question, in so far as the law is con- 
cerned,” said the solicitor general in 
question, “are practically indentical. 

“IT am not calling attention to these 
cases with any view to criticising 
Governor Smith’s action, for I think, in 
view of the circumstances, he did ex- 
actly right.. Those white women should 
not have been compelled to serve 
chaingang sentences, and they were 
very properly and legally, in my opin- 
ion, sent to the state farm. 

“I also strongly _indorse Governor 
Brown's action in the Mitchell case; 
there could have been no better dis- 
position of it... 

“But the point I wish to make is 
this: That Governor Smith. evidently 
did not consider that: he was exceed- 
ing his authority or that he was in- 


from that for a misdemeanor to one for 
a felony, by commuting these sentences 
to service at the state farm. 

“Governor Smith must have looked 
into the legality of that question be- 
fore he took the step he did and 
been. satisfied that such a commutation 
was well within the law. 

“And in my opinion it was perfectly 
legal, as it would have been legal for 
Governor Brown to have commuted 
Mitchell's sentence to farm service, had 
he so desired. ° 

“But the real point is, after all, that 
Governor Brown did not reduce the 
penalty which the court fixed in the 
Mitchell case, which he might easily 
have done, had he not determined that 
the properp enforcement of the law 
required otherwslie.” 

The Habersham County Case. 

The two Habersham county cases are 
almost exactly alike. The following 
is the record from the executive min- 
utes, showing the commutation by Gov- 
ernor Smith, in the case of Jane Hunter, 
from chalngang sentence to twélve 
months to a similar period on the 
state farm: 

“Atlanta, November 12, 1908.—In re 
Jane Hunter. Application for executive 
clemency. 

“The applicant, Jane Hunter, was 
convicted at the August term, 1908, of 
the superior court of Habersham 
county of the crime of ‘Keeping a 
Lewd House,” and sentenced to $650 
fine and costs and 12 months on the 
chaingang. 

“The prison commission, having had 
under advisement an application for ex- 
ecutive clemency in the above stated 
case, recommends commutation to ser- 
vice at the state farm, for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“‘She paid the fine and costs, and in 
the effort to comply with a privilege 
given by the judge to leave the state, 
she went away, but returned with the 
intention, as she states, to remainin the 
state. She was arrested and is now in 
jail subject to the chaingang sentence. 
The county authorities and people of 
the communtiy desire that she shall 
not be worked on the chaingang in 
their county, she being a white woman, 
and that the sentence be commuted to 
the state farm.’ 

“Therefore, in view of the foregoing 
facts and the recommendation of the 
prison commission, it is 

“Ordered: That the sentence of the 
said Jane Hunter be and the same is 
(hereby commuted to service at the 
state farm, in Heu of the chaingang 
sentence. HOKE SMITH, 

“Governor. 

“By order of the Governor. 

“C. M. HITCH, 

“Secretary Executive department.” 

‘The Law in the Case. 

The law with reference to the send- 
ing of misdemeanor prisoners to the 
state farm leaves the matter with the 
discretion of the court, both as to 
male and female prisoners. 

It is contained in the penitentiary 
act, approved September 19, 1908, and 
is found in the following paragraph, 
which the legislature added to section 
1039 of the state code; relative to mis- 
demeanor punishment: 

“If the convict be a female the judge 
my, in his discretion, sentence her to 
labor and confinement in the woman's 
prison on the state farm, in Neu of 
a chaingang sentence, not to exceed 
twelve months: provided that the trial!

There seem- 
ed to be nothing in the news to stimu- 
late selling for skort account, as Fall 
River advices were generally optimis- 
tic as to the probable effect and dura- 
tion of the labor troubles, and the 
market soon rallied on bullish crop re- 
ports from the southwest, covering 
and a renewal of bull support. Flue- 
tuations during the middle of the day 
showed nervousness and irregularity, 
but the general ruling of the market 
was above the closing figures of last 
night, and after noon the tone be- 
came firmer and talk of smaller south- 
ern offerings at declines, and the 
weekly weather report, confirming the 
talk of exceedingly low temperatures 
during the past week.

But the Market W ;

Speculation. 


New York, September 14.—The stock 
market narrowed to a professional rut 
today. Efforts were made to keep 
speculative interest alive by concen- 
trating operations in one or two of the 

ual speculative favorites and a few 
novelties, but the response of the gen- 
eral list was languid. The tendency 
of prices to retrace their course was 
another sign of the predominance of 
professiona] traders’ transactions. The 
hardening of the money market is a 
on free specuiation. 


While banking opinion doeg not look 
for any stringency this fall, the po- 
sition of the New York banking re- 
serves shows that a restriction of cred- 
its is imperative to conform to the 
heavy drain now making on the cash 
hold s of the banks. The $4,244,000 
withdrawn from the banks by sub- 
treasury operations since the last week- 
ly bank statement was © up, com- 
pares with an actual surplus reserve 
at that time of less than $4,000,000. 
fhe interior has continued to draw on 
New York, in the meantime, in addition 
to the sub-treasury requirements. A 
rise in New York exchange at Chicago 
to par today, compared with 50 cents 
per $1,000 discount last week, has re- 
sulted from the firmer money rates 
here. The shifting of loans employed 
in the speculative holdings of stocks 
to other lenders than the banks seems 
to be indicated by the course of events. 
The usual recourse ts to foreign money 
markets at this time of the year, but 
the money market in New York is ex- 
tended already to an enormous extent; 
on that side. Estimates of Ameriean 
bafhking indebtedness abroad have 
potnted to a figure as high as $500,000. 
The low level of the merchandise ex- 
ports for many months past and which 
still persists, has combined with very 
lerge imports to leave the interna- 
tional exchange market without = its 
usual material for covering foreign re- 
mittances, The newly developed Rus- 
sian demand for gold in the London 
market also projects a new element 
into the problem, unusually heavy 
grain exports from Russia being ad- 
yanced in the explanation. 

In the home figancia] markets, the 
investment appetite for securities has 
been the occasion of complaint by 
bankers and syndicates and varioug 
projected new issues have been de- 
layed. In some of these, a large for- 
eign participation was exvnected which 
hag been relied on to meet a part of 
the maturing indebtedness of New 
York to foreign money markets. Bank 
loans throughout the country are 
known to be very heavily extended. 
how much so the compilation of re- 
ports of national banks now making 
to the comptroVer is awaited to show. 
With the geason at hand when the 
normal requirements of the interior 
make requisition upon New York for 
tens of millions of dollars, the outlook 
does not invite to undue extension of 
liabilities for holding securities on 
margin. The banks today were in- 
clined to advance the rate for call loan 
rates in concert and the making of a 
3-per cent rate by one or two of the 
largest institutions made an example 
that was generally followed. This is 
as high a rate as has been touched at 
any time since the early part of 1908, 
when money plethora wag setting in 
after the subsidence of the panic of 
1307. The stock market was strong, 
in spite .of money market situation.

the speculation rather than in pressure 
to sell. The speculation in Reading 
was animated and was coupled with 
rumors of coming favorable dividend 
action following the return of the pres- 
ident of the company from abroad.

[STOCK SPECULATION . 
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Chicago, September 14—Fear of a 
crop shortage in Argentina, which 
caused a sharp advance in prices yes- 
terday, was again a dominating factor 
in the wheat market here today. As on 
the preceding session, prices made ma- 
terial gains, but the market failed to 
retain the advance, owing to profit- 
taking and closed 1-8 lower to 1-26 
5-8 higher, compared with the previous 
final figures. Corn and oats closed 
steady and provisions easy. 

Although the wheat market dis- 
played decided strength the greater 
part of the session, several reactions 
eccurred at various times, owing to 
liberal realizing sales. The September 
delivery was more erratic than the 
more deferred months, and at the close 
was 1-8 below final quotations of the 
previous session, while the more dis- 
tant deliveries were up 3-8 to 1-2@5-8. 


Genera! belief in the short crop theory 
‘for Argentina imparted considerable 
strength at the opening, shorts being 
active biddefs. A falling off of north- 
western ipts also stimulated de- 
mand early in the day. Later, how- 
ever, dispatches’ were received claim- 
ing that heavy rains in seme sections 
of Argentina had greatly improved the 
outlook for the new crop. Another fac- 
tor, that caused considerable selling 
toward midday, was the statement of 
the world’s visible supply, which 
showed ah increase of 7,373,000 bushels. 
The trade, owever, was inclined to buy 
wheat all day on the damage reports to 
the Argentine crop. 

Offerings of corn from the country 
were again liberal while demand from 
eastern shippers showed no signs of 
improvement As a result the market 
was inclined to be weak all day, al- 
though several rallies occurred, in 
sympathy wth the bulges in wheat. 
There was some buying of the Decem- 
ber delivery today on the theory that 
a possible car shortage might curtail 
deliverles. The market closed steady 
with prices unchagged to a shade 
lower, compared with the previous 
close. 

Realizing sales caused moderate 
weakness in the oats market early in 
the day, but a firmer tone developed 
during the last half of the session, 
owing to the firmness of the cash 
grain.
